VV. M. Hays Says International Census 
Would Solve an Important Problem 
— Passing of the Tramp Joke. 


Washington.—The classification 
of 
all the peoples of the world In a great 
international census, giving each per 
son a number In a single world series, 
to the end that the human race may 
be improved by scientific marriage, 
was the plan advocated by Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture W. M. Hays 
In an address here before the Amer­ 
ican Breeders’ association, one of the 
organizations making up the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 
As a means of improving 
the heredity of the human family Mr 
Hays proposed a classification of a1! 
human beings, both as to mental aptl 
tude and generic efficiency. 
Based on 
such knowledge as this census would 
give, he said, a “racial religion” would 
develop requiring the more efficient 
to produce families larger than the 
average, and those less efficient to 
produce families smaller 
than 
the 
average. 
The world numbers, said Mr. Hays 
w'oiUd serve to join genealogies into 
one numerical system, so that all re­ 
lationship could be traced. 
Each per­ 
son would have a number or percent­ 
age that could easily be averaged so 
as to give the genetic or family val 
lies of each person. 
“Modem science 
and charity works against the law of 
the survival of the fittest,” he declar­ 
ed, “by keeping alive many persons 
who inherit weaknesses such as fee 
ble-mindedness or insanity. By paving 
attention to genetic efficiency a race 
may make itself stronger for the eco 
nomlc contests among the races of the 
world.”

James L. Cowles, Secretary of Postal 
Progress League, Believes the 
Idea 18 Plausible. 


Washington.—Why should not war 
ships be used to carry 
the mails? 
Here is a bfand new question Inject­ 
ed into the postal discussion by the 
tireless secretary of the Postal Prog­ 
ress league, James L. Cowles. 
That 
gentleman is probably the most act­ 
ive worker for postal reform in this 
country, and many of his ideas are so 
far ahead of the procession that 
it 
takes the congress several years to 
catch up with them, but Mr. Cowles, 
although he brings this startling sug­ 
gestion to Washington, can show that 
he has some practical basis for 
it. 
In fact, the South African government 
has just passed a law' authorizing the 
construction of several cruisers which 
are to be used on the regular 
mail 
route. 
They will take the place of 
a private line to which the govern 
ment has been paying a subsidy of 
$750,000 a year, and in time of war 
they will be as ready for a fight as 
if they had just schemed from a navy 
yard. 
This idea, whimsical as it at first ap­ 
pears, is making a hit wherever Mr. 
Cowles tries it on. 
The navy depart­ 
ment is not overwhelmingly popular 
with the congress just now, but In 
view of the probable expenditure of 
$45,000,000 a year more for 
soldiers’ 
pensions, and the ever increasing de­ 
mand of the navy for more money for 
battleships, the suggestion that the 
warships might be made useful as 
well as ornamental is being well re­ 
ceived. 
Under the present system the 
ships are kept moving 
more or less 
to prevent depreciation of 
material 
and discipline, but they spend days. 
weeks and months in idleness, often 
at almost the full expense of sailing 
equipment, when if they could be em­ 
ployed on business errands for the 
government they might effect a large 
saving for the postoffice department. 
At least, this is the kind of talk one 
hears from members of the congress 
on whom Mr. 
Cowles 
springs 
his 
scheme Mr. Cowles would have cruis 
ere carry mail from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific by way of the Panama 
canal.

rescue by the revenue cutter Itasca 
of thirty persons from 
the

steamer was wrecked on the treacher­ 
ous Lookout shoals and twelve mem­ 
bers of her crew owe their lives to the 
heroism of Lieut. CapL Berry of the 
Itasca. 
Says Mr. Sprunt in his letter to 
Capt Berry, of the Itasca: 
“The mariner’s unwritten obligation 
to stand by a fellow seaman in dis­ 
tress commands the admiration and 
respect of all who love their fellow 
men. 
“But where such deeds of kindness 
as yours in this case are manifest, we 
realize that one touch 
of 
nature 
makes the whole world kin and our 
hearts go out to you In gratefulness 
for your tender, loving kindness to 
these strangers on the sea.” 
Mr. Sprunt asked for a copy of the 
Itasca’s official log to send to King 
George's government 
Details of the rescue were reported 
to the treasury department 
n a lit­ 
tle surf boat Lieutenant Covell volun­ 
teered to convoy to the distressed 
steamer a motor lifeboat whose motor 
was not working properly. 
This 
lifeboat, 
wallowing 
in

breakers, was completely disabled aft­ 
er it had got twelve persons aboard. 
Although threatened with death by 
an angry sea, Lieutenant Covell man­ 
aged to get a line to the lifeboat and 
struggled with her to the Itasca.

New York.—With more than a rail- 
ion pounds sterling in gold and sil­ 
ver bullion In sight, which treasure 
was part of the cargo of the British 
’rigate Lutine, when that vessel found­ 
e d off Terschiling, in the 
Zuyder 
^ee, in 1799, the salvage steamer Ly- 
3ns w’as compelled a few weeks ago 
:o return to Amsterdam because of 
sad weather. This was the statement, 
nade by C. H. Miller, second officer 
yf the Lyons, w’ho is at the Broadway 
Central hotel on his way to Philadel­ 
phia to visit relatives. 
“We discovered the wrecked frigate 
in about four fathoms of water last 
July,” said Mr. Miller, “and we 
at 
ance began to pump out the sand 
that covered the hulk. 
We pumped 
jut a large amount of sand before we 
were able to get at the interior. 
We 
orated the bullion, which 
lie3 
be­ 
neath a mass of cannon balls, and 
which have been welded together by 
the chemical action of sea water. 
We 
iynamited much of this mass aud the 
pumps sucked up many silver and 
?o!d coins, proving that the vessel 
was the Lutine. 
Bad weather forced 
is to give up salvage operations, but 
we will renew’ w'ork about March I.” 
The National Salvage association of 
london was formed some time ago, 
with the duke of Teck 'and Lord Dun- 
raven as stockholders, to attempt the 
recovery of the treasure contained in 
the Lutine.

the weapon in the palm of the band, 
springs could be pressed. The weapon 
is about five inches long. It does not 
bear the m aker’s name.
